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Rules  as  to  Meetings  and  Proceedings- 


Sec.  59  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894,  provides  that 
the  following  Rules  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  every  Urban 
District  Council,  except  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  may 
be  elected  from  outside  the  Councillors : — 

1.  Every  [Urban  District  Council]  shall  from  time  to  time  make 
regulations  with  respect  to  the  summoning,  notice,  place,  management, 
and  adjournment  of  their  meetings,  and  generally  with  respect  to  the 
transaction  and  management  of  their  business  under  this  Act. 

2.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  such  meeting  unless  at 
least  one  third  of  the  full  number  of  members  be  present  thereat,  subject 
to  this  qualification,  that  in  no  case  shall  a  larger  quorum  than  seven 
members  be  required. 

3.  Every  [Urban  District  Council]  shall  from  time  to  time  at  their 
Annual  Meeting  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  be  Chairman  for  one 
year  at  all  meetings  at  which  he  is  present. 

4.  If  the  Chairman  so  appointed  dies,  resigns,  or  becomes 
incapable  of  acting,  another  member  shall  be  appointed  to  be  Chairman 
for  the  period  during  which  the  person  so  dying,  resigning,  or  becoming 
incapable,  would  have  been  entitled  to  continue  in  office  and  no  longer. 

5.  If  the  Chairman  is  absent  from  any  meeting  at  the  time 
appointed  for  holding  the  same,  the  Members  present  shall  appoint  one 
of  their  number  to  act  as  Chairman  thereat. 

6.  The  names  of  the  members  present,  as  well  as  of  those  voting 
on  each  question,  shall  be  recorded,  so  as  to  show  whether  each  vote 
given  was  for  or  against  the  question. 

7.  Every  question  at  a  meeting  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of 
votes  of  the  members  present  and  voting  on  that  question. 

8.  In  case  of  an  equal  division  of  votes,  the  Chairman  shall  have 
a  second  or  casting  vote. 

9.  The  proceedings  of  an  [Urban  District  Council]  shall  not  be 
invalidated  by  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  among  their  members,  or  by 
any  defect  in  the  election  of  such  [Council],  or  in  the  election  or 
selection  or  qualification  of  any  members  thereof. 

10.  Any  minute  made  of  proceedings  at  a  meeting,  and  copies  of 
any  orders  made  or  resolutions  passed  at  a  meeting,  if  purporting  to 
be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  meeting  at  which  such  proceedings 
took  place,  or  such  orders  were  made,  or  resolutions  were  passed,  or  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  next  ensuing  meeting,  shall  be  received  as  evidence 
in  all  legal  proceedings  ;  and  until  the  contrary  is  proved  every  meeting 
where  minutes  of  the  proceedings  have  been  so  made  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  duly  convened  and  held,  and  all  the  proceedings  thereat 
to  have  been  duly  had. 

11.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  an  [Urban  District  Council]  shall  be 
held  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient  after  the  15th  April  in  each  year. 
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8T  AN  DING  ORDERS. 


1.  Council  Meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  Council  Chamber,  Shoe- 
buryness,  every  alternate  Tuesday,  at  7.30  o’clock,  five  Councillors  to 
form  a  quorum. 

2.  An  Extraordinary  Meeting  may  be  summoned  to  be  held  at  any 
time,  upon  the  requisition  of  any  two  Councillors,  addressed  to  the 
Clerk.  Every  such  requisition  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  no 
business  other  than  the  business  specified  in  the  requisition  shall  be 
transacted  at  such  Extraordinary  Meeting.  Notice  of  every  Extra¬ 
ordinary  Meeting  shall  be  given  in  writing  to  every  Councillor  two 
days  beforehand  if  practicable. 

3.  If  any  case  of  emergency  arise  requiring  that  a  Meeting  of  the 
Councillors  should  immediately  take  place,  they,  or  any  three  of  them, 
may  meet  at  the  ordinary  place  of  meeting,  and  take  such  case  into 
consideration,  and  may  make  an  order  thereon. 

4.  At  every  Meeting  the  Chairman,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
Chairman,  shall  preside  ;  but  if  at  the  commencement  of  any  Meeting 
the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  be  absent,  the  Councillors  present 
shall  elect  one  of  themselves  to  preside  at  such  Meeting  as  Chairman 
thereof,  until  the  Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman  take  the  Chair. 

5.  Every  Councillor  shall  stand  up  when  speaking,  and  shall 
address  the  Chairman. 

6.  If  two  or  more  Councillors  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  Chairman  shall  decide  which  of  them  is  to  have  priority. 

7.  No  person  shall  interrupt  a  speaker  who  is  in  possession  of  the 
Meeting  save  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  point  of  order. 

8.  Every  appeal  on  a  point  of  order  is  to  be  made  to  the  Chairman. 
On  a  point  of  order  being  raised,  the  speaker  in  possession  of  the 
Meeting  shall  temporarily  resume  his  seat  whilst  the  Chairman  (having 
heard  what  any  Councillor  desires  to  urge  for  or  against  it)  decides 
the  point  of  order. 

9.  Every  motion  duly  moved  must  be  seconded,  and  until  seconded 
no  debate  thereon  shall  take  place. 
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10.  Every  speaker  must  confine  himself  to  the  question  actually 
before  the  Meeting  at  the  time  he  speaks,  unless  he  rises  on  a  point 
of  order. 

11.  A  Councillor  shall  not  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same 
motion,  amendment,  or  point  of  order,  except  in  reply  upon  the  original 
motion. 

In  such  reply  he  must  confine  himself  strictly  to  matters  already 
raised  during  the  debate. 

12.  A  Councillor  who  conceives  that  he  has  been  mis-represented 
by  any  subsequent  speaker,  may  offer  an  explanation,  but  he  shall 
strictly  confine  himself  to  such  misrepresentation. 

13.  Whenever  an  amendment  is  made  upon  any  motion,  no  second 
amendment  shall  be  moved  until  the  first  amendment  is  disposed  of.  If 
that  amendment  be  carried  it  shall  be  put  as  an  original  motion  upon 
which  a  further  amendment  may  be  moved. 

If  the  first  amendment  be  negatived  then  a  further  amendment  may 
be  moved  to  the  original  question. 

14.  All  amendments  must  be  stated  to  the  Chairman  before  the 
mover  speaks  thereon.  No  Councillor  shall  be  at  liberty  to  move  more 
than  one  amendment  upon  any  motion. 

15.  No  Councillor  moving  the  adjournment  of  the  debate,  or  the 
adjournment  of  the  Meeting,  or  that  the  Council  proceed  to  the  next 
business,  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  for  more  than  five  minutes,  and  his 
speech  shall  be  strictly  confined  to  the  proposal  to  adjourn  or  to  proceed 
to  the  next  business,  as  the  case  may  be. 

After  the  motion  has  been  seconded,  without  a  speech,  the  question 
shall  be  at  once  put  without  further  debate. 

No  similar  motion  shall  be  allowed  again  during  the  same  debate 
unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chairman  the  circumstances  of  the  question 
shall  be  materially  altered. 

16.  The  last  preceding  order  shall  not  apply  where  a  Councillor 
desires  to  move  the  adjournment  of  the  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  forward  a  matter  of  emergency.  But  a  motion  for  that 
purpose  shall  not  be  made  until  the  mover  is  seen  to  be  supported  by 
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three  Councillors  at  least  rising  in  their  places,  and  the  mover  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  speak  for  more  than  five  minutes. 

17.  A  motion  which  has  been  negatived  shall  not  be  brought 
forward  again  for  discussion  until  after  the  expiration  of  two  calendar 
months  ;  and  if  by  amendments  being  made  in  it  any  motion  becomes 
substantially  identical  with  one  which  has  been  negatived  within  such 
period,  it  must  thereupon  be  dropped. 

18.  No  motion  to  rescind  any  resolution  which  has  been  passed 
within  the  last  two  calendar  months  shall  be  in  order  unless  notice  of 
such  motion  was  given  at  the  next  preceding  meeting  of  the  Council, 
and  no  such  notice  shall  be  received  unless  in  addition  to  the  name  of 
the  mover  the  names  of  two  other  Councillors  present  at  the  meeting 
are  attached  to  the  notice  ;  but  when  such  motion  has  been  disposed  of 
by  the  Council,  it  shall  not  be  competent  to  review  it  for  a  further 
period  of  six  calendar  months. 

This  Order  shall  not  apply  to  notices  of  motions  to  rescind  which 
are  brought  up  on  the  Report  of  a  Committee. 

19.  When  a  motion  nas  been  duly  carried  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Chairman  to  refuse  to  put  at  the  same  meeting  any  subsequent 
motion  which  substantially  contradicts,  over-rides,  or  repeats  the  former 
one. 


20.  The  Chairman  may  refuse  to  receive  at  a  meeting  any  motion 
of  which  notice  has  not  previously  been  given,  if  in  his  judgment  it 
is  such  as  to  need  adequate  notice. 

21.  A  motion  to  suspend  a  Standing  Order  may  be  made  without 
notice,  but  to  take  effect  must  be  carried  by  a  majority  of  not  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  Councillors  present  and  voting.  After  the  motion  has 
been  seconded,  without  a  speech,  the  question  shall  be  at  once  put 
without  further  debate. 

22.  Any  Councillor  shall  be  at  liberty  to  put  a  question  to  any 
officer  relating  strictly  to  his  official  action  or  duties. 

In  putting  or  answering  such  question  no  argument  or  opinion  is 
to  be  offered.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1908. 


To  the  Shoeburyness  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting-  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  for  the  year  1908. 

The  Population  in  the  1901  Census  was  4065 


Estimated  to  the  middle  of  1908  .  4608

There  is  a  constant  supply  of  water  from  an  Artesian 
Well.  This  water  is  of  a  high  degree  of  purity,  but  owing 
to  other  wells  tapping  the  same  strata  having  been  increased 
in  depth,  the  quantity  has  become  insufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  town.  The  improvement  of  the  water  supply  is  at 
present  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Council. 

The  town  of  Shoeburyness  is  situated  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Thames  Estuary,  and  the  Urban  District  consists  of 
1,010  acres  of  flat  low  lying  land.  The  subsoil  is  chiefly 
clay,  but  at  the  western  end  of  the  district  it  is  partly  gravel. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  coast-line  is  in  the  occupa¬ 
tion  of  the  War  Department,  and  is  used  for  experimental 
gunnery. 

The  chief  industries  of  the  district  are  :  — 

Brickmaking. 

Navigation. 

Work  on  War  Department  Works. 

Employment  on  Uondon,  Tilbury  and  Southend 
Railway. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  Garrison  live  in  the  town, 
and  are  changed  every  few  months.  This  facilitates  the 
introduction  of  infectious  disease  from  the  outside. 

The  sewage  of  the  town  is  disposed  of  on  the  water 
carriage  system,  except  in  the  case  of  a  few  outlying 
dwellings,  numbering  about  thirty,  which  are  supplied  with 
earth  closets.  Some  of  the  sewers  on  the  Cambridge  Estate 
have  been  relaid  with  larger  pipes  to  accommodate  increased 
volume  of  sewage  and  storm  water. 
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The  clearing  of  ashpits  and  earth  closets  has  been 
performed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  during  1908  by  the 
Contractor. 

The  whole  of  the  district  has  been  systematically  in¬ 
spected  during  the  year  by  myself  and  the  late  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  Alp. 

The  Bakehouses,  four  in  number,  have  been  inspected 
and  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Milkshops  and  Cowsheds  have  also  been  inspected 
several  times,  and,  except  in  one  place  where  some  small 
alterations  were  required  and  made,  were  quite  satisfactory. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  give  a  satisfactory  report  of  the 
health  of  the  district  for  1908. 

The  total  mortality  has  been  very  low,  namely,  6.51  per 
1,000  living.  The  infantile  mortality  has  also  been  low, 
namely  one  death  under  one  year  of  age  to  19.7  births. 

Only  twelve  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified 
during  the  year,  namely  -One  diphtheria,  two  erysipelas, 
three  scarletina,  six  enteric. 

Some  of  the  cases  of  enteric  were  traced  to  shell-fish 
picked  up  on  the  foreshore,  and  notices  were  posted  warning 
people  not  to  eat  such  shell-fish. 

Diarrhceal  diseases  were  less  common  than  usual,  partly 
owing  to  the  prompt  removal  of  refuse  from  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  dwelling  houses,  and  partly  owing  to  the  absence  of 
any  long  spell  of  hot  dry  weather. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  my  custom  to  have  the 
dwellings  of  phthisical  persons  disinfected  on  their  death  or 
removal.  A  necessary  precaution  against  the  spread  of  the 
disease. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  regret  at  the 
death  of  Air.  James  Alp,  the  late  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
was  so  well  known  for  his  kindness  of  heart  and  singleness 
of  purpose.
